In September autumn begins ", c with its arrival there is an increase of rainfall and. de- 
crease of winds* Tre temperature cool? down and the first frosts start, often at the end 
of October o One .‘un safely assume that November .is always cold and the ground frozen „ 

Snow usually falls in November 

Taking the temperature into consideration, winter really starts .in November although the 
beginning of the .frosts is not always accompanied by snow. If snow does not fall in 
November, the intensity cf the frost increases and causes the earth to crack* November* 
is also marked by an absence of wind* The north wind comes in December with snow and 
blizzards., Blizzards often last three days during which time everybody remains indoors. 

It is not unusual for the inhabitants to have to dig themselves out from snowdrifts formed 
around their houses by blizzards* 

There axe three rivers in Innaul. the Buy, Shudelc and Yanaulka. The Shudek and Yanaulka 
ere really streams three to four Meters wide and shallow* In summer both the Shudek and 
Yanaulka dry almost completely* 50X1 -HUM 

The River Buy is approximately 50 meters wide near Yanaul. It is slow flowing and deep 
in most places of its course but approximately every kilometer becomes shallow and in those

In spring all three rivers flood large areas and the Yanaulka flowing through settlements 
does great damage to mouses and gardens* 


I the subsoil is clay. This is particularly noticeable on hills where the 
s o i j. , tnr ougn ba ci ploughing and rains., bar: moved to the valleys leaving the subsoil exposed* 
In the valleys the soil consists of humus which is very fertile and produces good crops of 
a!3 grain and of root vegetables* 

The hills in this area are covered by mixed forests while the valleys are under cultivation 
and the lowland along the streams and rivers provides meadows, often marshy* 

Industry in Yanaul can bo divided into two groups, one serving the needs of the railway 
and the second oomieu.ed with the handling of agri cultured produce collected from kolkhozes:. 

Both the water pumping stations end water- soften: rig plant serve the railway exclusively. 

The electricity vrarkes, although supplying come current to offices an/, a few houses i?i 
Low. , mainly serve the railway* 

The two brick works are quite small and supply local needs only. 

The FGL store (Nyeitbnza) supplies petrol oil and lubricants mostly to the M chine Tr^ctci 
Servic e Stations nob only in the Distr ict of , Yanaul but also in other neighboring die- 
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The grain elevator , grain a tore, bay store and root vegetable store all ser vo aa collecting 
centres for agricultural produce from Kolkhozes* From here the produce is rent by ( ;a.il ; 
mostly to Central Russia*
